The high state to which the food products 
of to-day have been brought is due to the re- 
lentless effort of each packinghouse to out- 
rival its competitor for public favor and then 
to reach into the home to oust the cherished 
domestic table favorites so long ruling there. 
The art of cooking has created a public taste 
which demands condiments and foods of the 
very highest order, both as regards palatabil- 
ity and nourishment. The article of diet the 
moment it bids for favor has to run the 
gauntlet of the alimentary chemist, the fam- 
ily physician and the purveyor of such table 
components who caters to the chef and the 
restarauteur. : 

The manufactured substance had, also, to 
overcome, by its unassailable excellence, the 
ages of inculeated prejudice against factory 
goods. The artificial and the real were con- 
ventional terms which designated factory and 
home grown and house made stuffs, ostraciz- 
ing for a long time the former from general 
use. 

The packinghouse chemist has carried the 
searchlight during the years of investigation 
and research that have discovered the ele- 
ments and facts which combined to evolve the 
present perfect foods that the great by-prod- 
uct plants have been able to place, and to hold 
upon the market, and in increasing popular 
favor. In the hunt after impurities to elim- 
inate them, each stage has placed the product 
on a higher plane and in a less faultless con- 
dition. The result of it all is that having run 
the gauntlet of science and _ satisfied the 
searching inquiry of unfriendly health 
agencies, the table diet which is, prepared 
from articles having a packinghouse origin 
have won that firm place in the bills of fare 
of high-class hostelries and on the best tables 
in this and other lands which their value and 
virtues merit. 

Boards of health and chemical laboratories 
have done little or nothing to purify the diet 
of the people. They have simply set them- 
selves up from time to time as critics of the 
results worked out and established by the 
nackinghouse chemist, who, however, is not 
always in a packinghouse, nor the employee 
of one, but a specialist of whom the packer is 
a client. This peculiar species of scientist is 
a specially trained and equipped individual. 
who devotes his laboratory, life and energies 
to the chemistry of food products and to the 
working out of and purifying the by-products 
of healthy matter and wastes; to perfecting 
analyses of such and incidentally conserving 
the general health. A product put up from 
his formula is, like a constitution built up by 
a good physician, sound and healthy. Medical 
science and the scientific laboratories of the 
world let the human species find its food as 
it liked. To the food laboratory fell the work 
of hunting out the faultless substance. Asa 
tribute to his success, the pantry of every 
hotel or restaurant of the country carries a 
selected assortment of cans and other pack- 

ages of the factory. The packinghouse 
product has the indorsement of mankind. 


AN UNFRIENDLY ACT. 

The German Agrarians appear to have the 
upper hand in some territorial governments of 
the Empire. The repeal of the Belgian em- 
bargo against American cattle was imme- 
diately followed by the prohibition of the im- 
portation of fresh beef from Belgium into 
Oldenburg and the Rhine Province. While it 
appears to be a local measure, only applicable 
to neighboring provinces of the Empire, it 
must have received the sanction of the Im- 
perial Government. This is distinctly an un- 
friendly act. Nobody could have objected toa 
reasonable inspection, provided there existed 
valid objections against American cattle. A 
total prohibition, however, could have been 
justified only by most urgent reasons of epi- 
demics, or the like, which do not exist. What 
is the use of professions of friendly and kindly 
sentiments, if all actions decidedly prove the 
contrary? We had every reason to assume 
that the German Government would be suffi- 
ciently enlightened to put the interests of the 
masses ahead of those of a few cattle breeders. 
The apparently energetic opposition of the 
Government to the unreasonable Agrarian de- 
mands in reference to the Meat Inspection bill 
strengthened our favorable opinion. The new 
embargoes, however, are apt to change the 
most optimistic views and indicate the neces- 


sity of stronger measures from this side of the 
ocean. 


CANNED MEAT FOR CUBA. 

After every invective of malice, and every 
calumny of spite had been hurled against our 
canned meats; after a year of infamous 
charges and of fearless searching inquiry by 
our general Government, it is gratifying to 
see that the War Denartment has endorsed 
the verdict of “not guilty” as to those charges; 
a verdict rendered by two able courts of in- 
quiry. The War Department has done this 
by placing an order for 125,000 pounds of 
canned roast beef for use by the army in 
Cuba. Our people are eating this kind of 
meat at home every day without complaint, 
and why those of us who recruit for foreign 
service should not eat such a ration abroad 
does not appear. There is no sense in an as- 
sumption that the Arr.y should not; for the 
Navy does. 

The Gentile yearns for hindquarters of 
beef, and the adjacent parts. He frowns at 
forequarters and chunks. The Jew eschews 
those choice luxuries of the Christian palate 
and will have nothing but “kosher fores,” at 
even an increased price for that kind of meat. 
To each, the other’s meat is trash. The gen- 
eral eater will readily admit that the whole 
steer is good. Then why turn up the nose at 
the can which contains either part? It is 
urged that tough meat only is canned. That 
is not true. The diner on canned beef will 
readily admit that he can masticate its body 
more easily than he can the fibre of the 
average steak. It is high time to get sense 
on a chair, let it look at the tacts and the 
truth of the canned meat business, and stop all 
of this childish bosh about canned food. There 
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is not a healthy beef animal which trods the 
soil but that is fic for human food and nutri- 
tious, whether in cans or on the rack; some 
fatter, some leaner, but all good food. 
which has no meat on its bones is not worth 
buying nor worth hauling and feeding in tran- 
situ, so is left on the plains or in the yards. 
This how! about tough and leathery meat is 
all bosh so far as canned goods are concerned. 
The contents of any tin will bear out that as- 
sertion. The War Department in placing so 
important an order ror canned beef for use in 
Cuba shows good sense and sets a commend- 
able example to every devotee who has stopped 
to read, or to listen to the baseless canards 
perpetrated updn the reading world by the 
feverish daily papers of America. ‘ 





‘*GREENS” AND CONSUMP- 
TION. 


Encourage the world to eat meat. A race 
of meat eaters is not a race of consumptives. 
It is the race of vegetarians which is a rac 
of shrunken chests and of gaunt, consumptive 
faces. Flesh gives heat, body, strength, 
nerve, Heat gives vim and buoyancy to th: 
blood and to the life of the individual. We 
will grant that passion, temper, aggressive in 
dependence are the incidental fruits of a 
heated organism, but the immobile indolence 
of a nature chilled and weakened by a veg 
etable diet is a refrigerated condition in hu 
man kind which produces the Singalee, the 
Hindoo and the Chinese type of soulless 
weaklings that can neither build themselves 
up nor elevate others. They are inerts. Meat 
is the steam generator of the human system, 
It lights the eye and fires the soul of our 
manhood. 

Science may yet discover that the baccilli 
of consumption, while they have a healthy 
habitation in animals and birds, are really 
bred and propagated by vegetable matter in- 
stead of by meat. The origin and the per- 
sistent life of tuberculosis in cattle may be 
due to this cause. A remarkable indication 
of the truth of this theory is found in recent 
observations on the mortality of the inmates 
of the “Zoo,” 


The census of the death rate of birds and 


at London, England. 
animals at Regent Park shows that nearly 25 
per cent. of them die from tuberculosis alone. 
The low temperature of the vegetarian 
seems to leave his system a prey to the rav- 
ages of this dread tubercle scourge which so 
easily gallops out the life of the cold-blooded 
creature. The mortuary experience of the 
noted London Zoo furnishes some interesting 
data on which to base a lot of reasoning and 
from which to draw many conclusions. 


Monkeys, kangaroo, antelopes and deer eat 
‘only a vegetable diet. Of the total deaths 
of these mammalia 26 per cent. were from 
consumption. Leopards, wolves, lions, wild- 
eats and other man-eating beasts eat meat. 
A careful analysis of the death rate among 
these flesh eaters showed that not more than 
8 per cent. of them died from tuberculosis. 

From herbs, roots and bowers we turn to 
the birds which dine on grains and seeds. 


A steer . 


Thirty per cent. of the total deaths among 
the grain-eating birds was produced by con- 
sumption, while tuberculosis only caused the 
death of 11 per cent. of the meat-eating birds, 
such for instance, as vultures, eagles, owls 
and others of the feather tribe which live on 
fresh or putrid flesh. 

Science may aid the practitioner to discover 
the true propagator of this dread disease. 
Taking a look at the strong meat-eating races, 
and at the weak vegetarians, and remember- 
ing the ominous statistics of the Regent Park 
Zoo, we are inclined to accuse vegetables as 
being the harbinger of tuberculous deaths, 
and to uphold meat as a giver of life. The 
physician is still wise who yet sends his con- 
sumptive patient to the abattoir for a drink 
of fresh blood by which to prolong life. And 
the slaughterer has the correct hygienic idea 
when he encourages the public to a diet of 
meat. Nature demands it more continuously, 
thrives on it longer, and tires of it less than 
any other diet. Nature’s instincts are truer, 
and nature is a good deal smarter than the 
theories of the brain. Nature asks for what 
she wants and her requests are man’s truest 


needs, Nature asks for meat for man. 


PIGS ARE SCARCE. 

The hog crop depends upon the pig crop, 
and the pig crop depends upon the weather. 
Last winter was fierce for young and tendet 
things. The pigs and lambs for the season 
came in for their full share of this severity. 
The result is now being felt in the meat mar- 
ket for 


lambs. Real lamb careasses are 


scarce—comparatively—and correspondingly 
dear. So scarce and dear that some retailers 
fill the bill with small yearlings. The lamb 
shortage is thus felt because there is always 
a healthy demand for such meat. There is 
not much demand for pigs. Consequently 
the shortage from the winter’s heavy casual- 
ties among littlers will not be felt until next 
fall, when the young porkers are called into 
the market. 

We predict that the summer round-up of 
pigs will show a considerable loss in the 
swine herd for next winter’s packing. ‘The 
inference can easily be drawn from this condi- 
tion that pork and hog products will not be 
One of the 
results of a shortage will be to run into tlie 


any cheaper than they now are. 


market every available hog, regardless of 
age, “color or previous condition of servitude.” 

Whenever there is a cold, hard winter, 
spring holds fewer pigs from the fall and win- 
ter litterings. This is true of the sheep fold 
also. Farm hogs have been somewhat better 
looked after and from this source will come 
much of next year’s pork and packinghouse 
products, 
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* Several thousand bales of cured hogs’ 
hair, prepared for manufacturing purposes, 
located at the foot of Lafayette avenue, Kan- 
sas City, Kan., were burned, together with 
buildings. The hair was owned by the Amer- 
ican Curled Hair Company, who estimated 
their loss at $20,000. Insurance, $10,000, The 
fire occurred on Sunday last, and was said to 
be the work of tramps, who used the building 
as a dormitory. 


OUR JUNE EXPORTS. 


With the exception of tallow our exports in 
meat and provisions for June, corrected to 
July 10, show a substantial and gratifying in- 
crease over the same month of last year; and 
with the exception of cattle and bacon this 
condition is maintained for the twelve months 
ending with last montu, as compared with the 
same period of 1898. 

Cattle shipments increased from 30,219 head 
in June, 1898, to 30,745 in 1899. The respect- 
ive values were: For June, 1898, $2,800,117; 
June, 1898, $2,643,626. For the twelve 
months ending June, 1898, there were 405,301 
head at $36,873,123; 1899, 318,296 head at 
$28,556,457. 

Hog shipments have increased from com- 
paratively nothing to a few both for June and 
for the year ending with it. We sent June, 
1898, 15 hogs, valued at $122; June, 1899, 181 
hogs, at $840. Year ending June, i898, 5,599 
hogs, valued at 37,359; 1899, 8,112, at 
$48,642. 

Beef products show up well. Of canned 
beef we exported last month 2.116,101 Ibs. for 
$188,313; June, 1898, 1,268,932 Ibs., at $112, 
465. The figures for the twelve months end- 
ing June, 1898, were 36.833.216 Ibs., for 
$3,250,849; for 1899, 38,036,433 Ibs. at 
$3.469,524. 

Fresh beef showed an even more gratifying 
increase for last month over its predecessor. 
‘the exports were, for June. 1898, 24,616,846 
Ibs., at $2,145,029; 1899, 31,087,185. Twelve 
months ending June, 1898, 274,393,873 Ibs., 
valued at $22.941,104; 1899, 281,967,247 Ibs., 
at $23,540,076. 

Salted beef kept well on the increase, both 
in quantity and value, for June. and the year 
ending with it. Our merchants sent abroad 
salted beef to the extent of the following —. 
tities and value: Tune, 1898. 2.851.035 Ibs.. 
$175,780: Tune, 1899. 3,763, 165 Ibs.. for $195. 
N08. For the twelve months ending June.

A HEALTHY ADVANCE, BASED UPON 
LIBERAL CASH DEMANDS.—FALL- 
ING OFF IN RECEIPTS OF HOGS.- 
SPECULATION REVIVING AND A 
GENERALLY BUOYANT TEMPER.— 
ENGLISH SHIPPERS NOW BUYING 
FREELY AS WELL AS THOSE FOR 
THE CONTINENT. 


An advance in prices had been regarded as 
probable for this month; this has been clearly 
set forth in all our recent reviews; it is a lit- 
tle doubtful if. however, quite so much steam 
was expected to affairs as has characterized 
the market this week at quite this early date, 
although before the month closed all indica- 
tions had pointed to at least a moderate addi- 
tion to the cost of all products. It has been 
clear for some weeks that after the July de- 
liveries had taken place that all favorable in- 
fluences would be allowed to work to their ut- 
most, and particularly as there would natur- 
ally be fewer hogs arriving through July by 
comparison .with the full supplies that had 
been coming along for some time. But an 
advance of a positive order was hastened by 
the cash demands. The growth of the export 
business in hog products generally was steady, 
beginning about a fortnight since. notwith- 
standing the opinion then expressed bv a few 
that the increased shi>ments represented more 
consignments than actual demands. The for- 
eign markets were then, without doubt, alive 
to the fact that the month of July promised 
higher prices for the products, and were be- 
coming increasingly anxious. There has been 
no lull at any time since in these cash de- 
mands, while this week they have been of a 
much more general and larger order; on the 
whole the export movements now are excep- 
tional in that they are rarely equaled in vol- 
ume for this time of the year. Moreover, the 
home demands are brisk and general. while 
with the trading together now being pulled 
down in a substantial wav at the West. The 
basis of strength. or any advance that has 
taken place in prices this week. is the eash 
trading. while with fewer hogs arriving the 
outside speculators are working more confi- 
dently and their interest on the long side is 
steadily enlarging. There was never before 
quite the full order of business in pickled 
meats as at present. The packers are largelv 
sold up of pickled hams, particularly. and 
they are now having difficulty in filling orders 
to the wants of shippers and home trade buy- 
ers. and especially so when they call for de- 
liveries in the near future. It is plain that 
the export markets generally had allowed their 
stocks to run. low, that they had become much 
more reduced in supplies than usual, even in 
periods when they resort to the bear tactics 
of holding off to accomplish a weak basis of 
values. and that with the turn of the position 
against them thev have hastened in, while 
they have now additional features against 
them in higher freight rates and lower ex- 
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change, vet despite this compelled to buy. It 
would seem as though the foreign markets had 
not counted correctly upon our home influ- 
ences this year, in the fact that this country 
is exceptionally prosperous and that it is pre- 
pared not only to buy food products freely, but 
as well to pay better prices for them, while 
there is no grumbling among our home con- 
sumers over special distinctly higher prices 
for fancy cuts of nog meats, of which the 
home consumption is the largest on record. 
Moreover, we think a miscalculation has been 
made by at least some of the foreigners over 
the hog supplies: the fact that the receipts 
of swine were large onl a few weeks since 
meant more than that they were hastened to 
the market in the indisposition to feed them 
with the relative prices of corn and hogs. 
rather than a continuance of big receipts, and 
that they were likelv to fall off '- nearly that 
much at an earlier date. 

In any construction, however, the fact re- 
mains that swine supplies are smaller this 
week, and that they are no longer the chief 
factor, although it is possible that the farm- 
ers being busy in harvesting may account for 
some portion of the diminished arrivals, and 
‘hat the supplies may increase materially in 
the near future. But it looks as though ae- 
tnal wants of the products for export and on 
home account would he of more significance 
than hog supplies in determining values of 
the products through along for some time 
now, while that the packers will be more in 
line for higher prices of the products, in 
order at length to get some value out of their 
goods after a long period of relatively full 
figures for hogs. The bullish sentiment is at 
present on strong. and it may he that prices 
will be carried as much the other way as 
they were recently too low. partieularly if the 
speculators get to work freely on the long 
side. while without doubt the desire of the 
outsiders to take hold of the products for a 
bull turn has heen stronger this week than 
at any time within months. while where they 
have seen substantial profits on the rising 
markets daily they have not heen eager to 
take them, but seem to have taken a grip for 
a longer pull than usual. The Southern de- 
mands have heen very well distributed to 
meats. In New York there has been a 
stronger business on English account in West- 
ern lard, while the Continent shippers have 
been freer buyers of refined lard. with the 
advanced prices readily paid. There has been 
a larger business here in pickled hams and 
pickled shoulders and at trifle better prices, 
while bellies of light average have brought 
more money and general averages are well 
supported in price. The demands from the 
West Indies here are fair and in freer vol- 
ume than in some time. On the whole the 
New York cutters are doing a fairly goad 
business hy comparison with a recent period 
and at more satisfactory prices. 

Sales here for export 1.4500 tierces Western 
lard, chiefly for England. 525 tierces citv do.. 
225 hoxes bellies, 150 tierees do... and 150 
boxes backs. 

Exports from the Atlantic ports last week 
were liberal, both of lard and meats, and 
largely s.uead of those at the corresponding 
time last year: they added up 4.913 Ms. pork. 
9.930.695 Ths, lard, and 17,192,107 ths. meats: 
last vear. corresponding time, 2.875 bbls. pork. 
3.708.818 Ths. lard, and 10,974,212 Ths. meats. 

Chicago shipments last week were excep- 


tionally liberal, reaching 1,098 bbls. pork, 
10,621,497 pounds lard, and 19,678,655 ts. 
meats; corresponding time last year, 2,410 
bbls. pork, 3,369,105 Is. lard, and 16,841,234 
TDs. meats. 

BEEF .—City tierced extra India mess is at 
more regular prices, under increased demand 
for England; sales of 450 tierces, part at 
$13.50@14.00; barreled lots are more freely 
wanted and at firm prices; mess quoted at

SHEEP VERSUS CATTLE. 

It is estimated that the yield of wool from 
Pennington county, South Dakota, this spring 
will be about 250,000 pounds, a large increase 
over last spring. The estimate of the clip 
from the country tributary to Edgemont is 
placed between four and five hundred thou- 
sand pounds, a large increase over last year. 
The sheepmen report a very small loss among 
lambs and the foreign sheep are picking up 
rapidly. 

The cattlemen dislike to admit that the 
sheep industry is increasing and that sheep 
have come to stay in the Black Hills, yet at 
the same time a great many of the largest 
cattle owners are investing in smal! flocks 


and are putting them out, in many cases, on 
shares. he sheep industry is rapidly increas- 
ing and will, it is estimated, soon be a rival 
in value to the cattle business. 
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The machinery has been ordered and ground 
broken for the new cottonseed oil mill at 
Charlotte, N. C. Mr. William A. Smith is the 
manager and it is expected that the plant 
will be ready for the coming season’s business. 
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A number of refrigerator cars which have 
heen put on by the Santa Fe Railroad Com- 
pany have arrived in Stocton, Cal., and one 
car has been sent East loaded with fruit.

HOW CAN THE SALE OF GLUE 
BE MADE MORE PROFIT- 
ABLE? 


Written for the National Provisioner and for the 
International Fisheries Congress, held 
in Bergen, Norway, by Friman Kahrs, 
New York.

Ill. What Rational Testing Leads To. 


Whatever we shall do about the testing of 
glue and the reforms needed in this branch 
of technical science, it will be absolutely 
necessary to build the testing system on this 
one basis: the equivalency of adhesion. Only 
then the other tests become intelligible and 
even possible. 

So far this matter has not before now been 
brought to the attention of the public, at least 
not in its present shape. It was only quite 
recently that the necessary researches were 
finished, and as all of this is of vital impor- 
tance to the glue trade in genera] and to the 
fish-glue makers (who sell a liquid product) 
in particular, I have not hesitated to give to 
this Congress and to this prominent trade 
journal, a description of my new testing sys- 
tem and the methods I use. It is of course 
quite impossible here to go any further into 
details; that will be done elsewhere, and for 
those who want to know more about this sub- 
ject I shall be pleased to answer inquiries. 

Let us now consider what the results will 
be if we test our glues as advocated in this 
paper, and if we mark the tests on the pack- 
ages, and sell all glues with a full guarantee 
of these tests: 

(a) First of all it will be impossible to sell 
glue on talk alone, and 

(b) it will be possible for the consumer at 
sight to select the best values offered and the 
grade most suitable for his purpose. 

(c) The buyer can with such tests before 
him prescribe the preparation of glue for prac- 
tical work in the shop, the proportions of glue 
and water being indicated in the test report; 

(d) this prevents misuse and waste. 

‘e) If used as selling arguments such tests 
will prove beyond the shadow of a doubt the 
real value of the high grade glue, thereby re- 
ferring each grade to its own proper market. 

(f) Sales cun be made readily and at a small 
expense as under such conditions anybody and 
everybody will be able to judge the article 
and its real value 

(gz) It will finally make glue of any kind a 
staple article, which can be as readily dis- 
posed of in any market the world around, as 
is now the case with alcohol, petroleum, guano 
or any other tested product. 

We have, then, at last—but not at least—a 
further benefit from rational testing: 

(h) smaller expenses with the sale of glue. 

It is easily seen why; with the backing of 
rational tests the salesman can work easier 
and sell more. He ean tell the customer very 
plainly whether the glue he wants to sell is 
better than what his client is using and also 
whether it is more economical; he can tell it 
himself he who buys—for the tests are made 
so that quality and quantity are both ex- 
pressed separately. 

I have here repeatedly mentioned the selling 
expenses as something to be dreaded; so it is. 
I have known several cases where the ex- 
penses have amounted to over 25 per cent. of 
the total amount of the sales, and surely 
somebody either pays or loses this amount. 

Here is really the key to the system and 
here we find the reason why the former test- 
ing methods were failures...They have not in- 
dicated in plain figures adapted to the prac- 
tical wants of the trade, the main physical 
quality cf glue—namely its adhesion—APART 


from the secondary one, namely, its strength, 
and for this latter one reliable tests were 
never given. 

As a basis for the sale of glue such test 
work as here outlined is not yet, as far as we 
know, used neither in the United States nor 
in —urope. Only in one single case is there 
an indication that the test work is done on 
basis of adhesion and with such solutions as 
are used on an average in the wood-working 
factories for practical joining purposes. I 
refer here to the grading of the well known 
American gluemaker, the famous Peter 
Cooper. 

The question: “How can we increase the 
profit on glue?’ is then answered thus: Best 
of all by adopting a rational testing system 
and by selling all glues under certain guar- 
anteed tests; for that is the only way to make 
glue a staple article. 

And to work for that should be in the in- 
terest of every glivemaker. 

Another point that should urge him to do so 
is the fact that only through a rational test- 
ing system is it possible to ascertain the value 
of a liquid glue such as the consumer uses it. 
For it is from the work of the consumer and 
from his requirements and needs that the glue- 
maker can learn what he ought to make and 
where he can sell his product most profitably. 
The thousands of workshops where glue is 
used afford an abundant. inexhaustible field 
for such study, and if the gluemaker once fully 
understands the wants of the consumer he can 
easily satisfy him. And this immense field 
has as yet hardly been surveyed even. 

It must, however, be admitted that without 
the aid of a rational testing system and with- 
out the aid of trained men the exploration of 
this field was not an inviting task. Now the 
system is here, for those who care to adopt it. 

We should also remember that the system 
here described fully enables a salesman to test 
and judge any kind of liquid glue right in the 
pot as he finds it, with the aid of a small set 
of tools such as he can carry in a satchel. 
«he immediate testing will tell him the per- 
centage of glue in the solution and the visco- 
sity of it; with the further aid of my tables 
he can easily compute the percentage for the 
equivalency point of adhesion and that is all 
he needs to know in order to offer his goods. 

Another advantage is the one derived from 
the tables giving the figures for preparing any 
glue of any grade in any desired viscosity or 
thickness ; that makes it possible for the seller 
to meet the practical requirements of almost 
all trades.

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THE INSULAR COMMISSION. 

The Insular Commission, which has been 
organized since July 1, working at Washing- 
ton on a proposed code of laws for Porto Rico, 
has, in its report to the Secretary of War, 
recommended that Congress be asked to au- 
thorize the President to modify the tariff 
schedules between the United States and 
Porto Rico. The report in part is as follows: 

“We would recommend that as to duties col- 
lected on the island some measure of relief be 
afforded the people there, and trade be en- 
couraged with the United States; and since 
they produce no wheat or flour, no cornmeal 
or butter, and but little lard or pork, no 
eanned goods, and practically no machinery 
for agricultural or other purposes, and no 
manufactured goods, and as their breeds of 
cattle and horses need much improvement by 
importation from our States of young stock 
and animals for breeding purposes, and as we 
are endeavoring to educate the people in our 
language and customs, they greatly need our 
books, literature and periodicals; and since, 
under the treaty (article 13), Spanish scien- 
tifie literature and other works not subver- 
sive of public order in the territories in ques- 
tion are to be admitted free for the next ten 
years, it would seem equal advantage should 
ve enjoyed by our people. We think the ar- 
ticles above named and many others should 
receive special consideration in the duties to 
be exacted, and that the schedules be revised 
in advance of any general law by Congress.”

The text of the new tariff law of Jamaica, 
W. L., to continue in force until the first day 
of June, 1906, has been received. Following 
are the rates in part of general interest to 
American shippers:

CATTLE.—The marketing of cattle has 
continued of good big volume during the past 
week but should naturally begin to show a 
falling off now that harvest is in progress in 
a large section of the feeding territory of the 
middie West. The demand for beef cattle 
both for local slaughter and the Eastern 
trade is something enormous for the summer 
season and the high schedule of prices men- 
tioned a week ago has been well sustained. 
However, there was evidence prevalent 
Wednesday that a range of prices 
would be apt to follow a continuation of re- 
ceipts as large as those of first half of the 
week. As it stands at this writing the mar 
ket is from steady on prime dry lot steers to

around a dime lower on medium quality and 
half fat steers compared with a week ago. 


The top price made this week was $5.90 
for one load of 1,406-lb. Herefords sold to the 
Kastmans, of New York, other choice lots 


have sold at $5.70@5.80, but the large bulk of 
steers has sold between $5@5.60 with fewer 
sales above $5.50 on Wednesday than oun first 
days of the week, largely due no doubt to a 
larger of unfinished and washy

time. 

The outlook presents no new features, It 
is not known yet when the first range cattle 
will arrive; advices are that the ranges are in 
xood condition but cattle not fat and dealers 
here are advising range owners to hold off as 
long as possible. Normally we should begin 
getting some rangers next week, but none are 


looked for b@fore well into August. In the 
meantime it is thought receipts of natives 
will fall off somewhat and somewhere close 
to present prices be maintained. 

Both supply and demand is light in the 
stock cattle trade. but there is a slight 


tendency towards u more liberal inquiry and 
yard dealers claim they are having to pay 
slightly higher prices. Volume of outside bus- 
iness is small with prices holding at $4.50 to 
$5 for fair to choice feeders, $3.75 to $4.40 
for common to fair stockers and $3 to $3.60 
for stock heifers. 

The market for stock shows little 
change for the best fat grades, but all medium 
and common kinds 10@15 lower 
than a week ago and half-fat, grassy heif 
ers are the hardest thing to sell that are now 
coming to market. Veal calves are fully 50 
cents lower than last week with $6.50 about 
top price. Bulk of fat cows sell at $3.25@

$4, choice cows and heifers $4.25@4.60 with 
extra heifers $4.80@5. 

Texas supply has been moderate and mar- 
ket active but prices at trifle lower than last 
week. 

HOGS.—Hogs being more difficult to move 
than cattle the busy harvest season with 
farmers is felt in lighter receipts on market 
while the cattle run so far shows no per- 
ceptible decrease. Demand for hogs shows no 
let up and with supply running very moder- 
ate it is not at all surprising that prices have 
made a strong advance during the past week 
with the big packing concerns making the 
shippers and smaller “sort” buyers hustle to 
fill their orders. 


As the market stands at this writing, prices 
are at the highest point of the year so far, 
in fact the high point this week was higher 
than the market has been at any time since 
the war boom of last summer, the bulk of 
all hogs on offer on Wednesday selling be- 
tween $4.20@$4.25 with a prime strong 
weight butcher sort selling at $4.30. 

In exchange circles it is thought supplies 
will be moderate for some time and that the 
$4 mark has been passed for an indefinite 
time, but it will be well for the country to 
look out for sharp breaks as there is no doubt 
of an abundant supply of hogs in the country 
und it will not require a long time to get them 
started for market. 

Kastern shipping demand is good and calls 
for good smooth fat hogs to weigh 200 to 
around 230 Ibs., but the top getters this week 
have been averages of near 300 lbs. and both 
medium and heavy have been outselling the 
heavy weight. Stags are still thrown out and 
sell only on their own merits at severe dis- 
counts, 


SHEEP.—tThere has been no material 
change in the sheep trade. All prices remain 
about where they were a week ago. Quality 


is badly mixed and embraces a very large per- 
centage of common and thin stock, also old 
ewes, for which there is no demand. Good 
fat sheep and lambs sell readily, but when it 
comes to selling the medium, half-fat and thin 
stuff it is a peddling job that affords no satis- 
faction. In a short time there will begin to 
be some feeder demand when this thin stuff 
will sell, but at present there is no demand 
and it should be kept at home, 





Chicago Live Stock Notes. 


The stockyards strikes are practically over, 


and the men are still under the same scale. 
All but a few of the old men are back at 
work.

According to reliable reports received from 
the far West the lamb crop this year will 
show a big decrease from the average crop.

In fact flock 
masters feel that the shortage will be partly 
made up in price. Western sheepmen are im 
proving their flocks very materially with full 
rams, and those who have looked 
over the field say that the future supply will 
be much better so far as mutton quality is 
concerned,

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Chicago Provision Market. 


Provisions have finally taken the turn that 
we have in this report persistently advocated. 
The market has been taken in hand by the 
bulls, and prices have advanced quite sharp- 
ly within the last few days. And these prices 
will not only hold, but will advance still more, 
and we have no hesitancy in stating that the 
advance will be fully one cent a pound before 
it stops, and then it is likely only to stop for 
a short while. True there may be reactions 
during the advance, but these reactions, if 
they do come, will only emphasize the healthy 
tone of the market. Receipts of hogs will 
have a voice in the advance. If, as seems 
most likely. hogs continue to be marketed in 
fewer numbers and in poor condition, there 
is absolutely no doubt the long suffering 
packer will once more get a living price for 
his stuff. When this advance started hogs 
were substantially at the same price they 
were a year ago, while product was very 
much cheaper, pork about $1.25 lower; lard 
ye lower and ribs 4c lower. The fact that 
stocks are larger is discounted by the very 
much freer consumption. There is a _ con- 
tinued activity in the cash trade in spite of 
the slowness of speculation. As one packer 
put it, “The two ends of the hog, the shoul- 
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ders and hams, have had an unusual advance 
without any help from the speculator, and 
indeed, in spite of him, It would be re- 
imrkable’ if the middle of the hog did not 
finally participate in the improvement.” The 
outsides have been in the market the last few 
days, though not to.any great extent. As the 
consumption is likely to increase as the sum- 
mer advances, as every indication points to 
rewer hogs, we confidently look for a further 
material advance in prices.

In the heart of the packinghouse district is 
a great stretch of land covered with brick and 
general debris with several hundred men at 
work clearing things up. It at once arrests 
your attention. In answer to the inquiry: 
“What is to be erected here,” I was informed 
that this was the location of the new pack- 
inghouse of the Cudahy Packing Company. 
President Michael Cudahy is expected in 
Kansas City this week with the plans and 
specifications outlining the work for the build- 


ings, which are to cover fourteen acres of 
ground here; the larger part of which will be 
under cover and it is reported that the entire 
plant will be operated as far as possible by 
electricity. The fact that the Cudahy Pack- 
ing Company has decided to invest such a 
large sum of money in Kansas City is a most 
convincing argument as to the future growth 
and importance of this city in the packing- 
house business of the country. 

Out on one side of the Caw River is locat- 
ed the plant of the George Fowler & Son 
Company, a distinctly foreign concern, a fact 
which is immediately impressed upon the vis- 
itor who may chance to call, but by the hearty 
greeting of General Superintendent Belsford 
this is somewhat forgotten. It is well known 
that this gentleman through his careful man- 
agement, ingenious inventions and close study 
of the trade has contributed largely to what 
success the company have so far attained, 
and it is to be regretted that other officials 
of this concern are not so alive to its best in 
terests.

The association has enlisted the help 
of the Secretary of Agriculture and the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue. A commit- 
tee of the organization will go to the national 
capital to confer with these officials. 

* The Continental Packing Company, of 
Bangor, Me., is arranging to ship eighty cars, 
or about 50,000 cases of newly packed sar 
dines at an early date, and some of the ship- 
ment has already gone West over the Wash- 
ington county railway.

THAT TEXAS CATTLE TRUST. 


The following graphic letter from Hon. John 
W. Springer, president of the National Live 
Stock Association of the United States, who 
is also secretary and treasurer of the Copti- 
nental Cattle Company, will be of intense in 
terest anent the rumored Texas cattle “trust”: 

Denver, Col., July 5, 1899. 
Editor of The National Provisioner: 

Dear Sir:—I am just in receipt of your let- 
ter of June 30 asking for my views on the 
proposed cattle trust said to be forming in 
Texas. 

I have carefully read what purports to be 
a proposition to put $100,000,000 into a cattle 
pool to be operated and managed from Fort 
Worth, Texas. Mr. George B. Loving, of 
Fort Worth, is reputed to be the organizer of 
this cattle syndicate, and your article alleges 
that it is to be done with English money, Mr. 
Loving is one of the most enterprising cattle 
brokers in Texas and has been very success- 
ful with everything he has undertaken. I 
doubt very much whether Mr. Loving has 
been correctly quoted in this reported inter- 
view. I see no objection to two or three, or 
half a dozen, of the big ranches of Texas 
pooling their issues and reducing their ex- 
penses if they should so elect, but a cattle 
trust pure and simple would be an absolute 
impossibility. No one man, or set of men, 
will ever control the beef production of the 
United States. Our English friends back in 
the eighties during the great cattle excitement 
bought lands and cattle at almost any pric 
asked for them. They seemed to be stricken 
with a land and cattle mania and invested 
millions of dollars in Texas grazing lands and 
in Texas herds. Many English concerns sent 
out as managers for these ranches young aris 
tocrats who hardly knew a calf from a prairie 
dog, but who were well up in the brands of 
the choicest wines, and all of the expensive 
tastes acquired in great cities. Expenses on 
these ranches in the succeeding ten years ab 
solutely bankrupted them and many of the 
English noblemen and Unglish syndicates 
closed out their holdings at from 25 to 50 
cents on the dollar, pocketed their losses and 
sent their profligate young managers to return 
to the other side. This was a very costly 
lesson to our English friends, and to imagine 
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that they are going to put another $100,000,- 
00 to the profit and loss account heretofore 
sustained by them can be set down as out of 
the range of possibilities. 

The cattle business differs from almost ev- 
ery other business, and the successful cattle 
raiser is he who give his undivided attention 
‘o the care of his range, to the quality of his 
eattle, to the minimizing of expenses, and to 
his ceaseless vigilance in watching the mar- 
kets by reading all of the stock papers and 
disposing of his herds at the most opportune 
times. No great cattle syndicate has ever 
been a success, and I think it is safe to say 
that no enormous cattle syndicate ever will 
be a success in the United States. 

And now a word as to Texas: It is true 
that they have six millions of cattle in that 
State, which instead of being worth sixty 
millions of dollars as your article alleges. 
are worth to-day vastly over one hundred 
millions of dollars in cash. They are owned 
by big ranchmen and little ranchmen, from the 
Panhandle to the Rio Grande river. They 
embrace every quality and grade of cattle. 
and they are grazing on lands worth from $1 
to $5 per acre. The conservative ranchman 
of Texas figures that it takes twenty acres to 
suecessfully run every animal, so that it only 
requires a little figuring to see what an enor- 
mous amount of money it would require ever 
to control the output of Texas, and when you 
add to this an average cash valuation on all 
of the Texas lands of $2 per acre, you would 
he undertaking a proposition requiring not 
only one hundred millions, but billions of do! 
lars. » 

Another reason why the Texas cattlemen 
will never pool their live stock is because of 
State pride in living in the largest State in 
the Union in point of acreage, and in know- 
ing that each one of them is building up a 
magnificent estate for the children that suc 
ceed them in these great Texas landed 
estates. They are increasing their yearly rev- 
enues by increasing the quality of their cat 
tle, and the Texas cattle raiser riding or 
driving over his vast holdings is veritably «a 
king among men. He owns his four-in-hands, 
his Kentucky saddle horses; he shoots quail, 
prairie chicken, wild turkey and deer; he has 
everything that the markets afford, and in 
what other investment to-day in the United 
States could he place his money which would 
be as safe for his own use and the use of his 
children as it is now invested in vast tracts of 
grazing lands and in thousands of head of 
eattle? Such a scheme is absolutely Utopian 
and will never materialize. 

In my second annual address to the Na- 
tional Live Stock Association of the United 
States, held at Denver, January 24, 1899, I 
made use of the following language, which I 
think is apropos to this subject, and with 
which I close this letter: 

“It is an interesting fact that while the 
Standard Oil trust, the match trust, the steel 
trust and all other combinations now flourish 
in the United States, that this great National 
Live Stock Association represents big and lit- 
tle steckmen, whose holdings are in no com- 
bine, no pool, no trust, or monopoly. It is 
a striking entrast. Holding animals valued 
into the billions of dollars, not a dollar of 
watered stock is held by any live stock man 
in this great. commonwealth. That while 
stocks and bonds are listed of all these trusts 
and combines, and innocent purchasers con- 


stantly deceived and misled as to their value, 
not a dollar’s worth of live stock bonds, or 
capital stock, is quoted on any so-called ex- 
change in the United States. There is a 
marked difference in the methods of these two 
great interests. One deals in watered pros- 
pects, the other only in the cash market value 
of cattle, horses, sheep and hogs. ‘The values 
in one are chalked on blackboards, ciphered by 
telegraphic codes and trade hieroglyphics, so 
that only the clique on the inside may know. 
On the other hand, our herds feed under the 
great dome of heaven, they drink from na- 
ture’s crystal streams, they consume the prod- 
ucts of the farm, they take the winds, the 
storms, with chances of life and death, and 
then bring up at the great markets, fat and 
ready for honest prices, to feed the people of 
the nations, 

“Which avocation, my good friends, would 
you prefer your sons to follow? Would you 
see him tied up in an office, with the never 
ceasing click of the stock jobbers, until death 
by heart failure is the last reported of him? 
Or would you see him riding the boundless 
prairies on his best friend, a good horse, en- 
joying life in a camp, the beauty of the hills, 
the grandeur of the lofty mountain peaks, 
sleeping under the stars and listening to the 
songs of the winds as they sweep the forest 
and bend the grasses under their feet? Which 
life, IT ask you, with all your experience over 
these plains, hills and mountains, would you 
select for your boys, who are coming after 
you? And which would you recommend to 
young, sturdy, honest American boys? 

“In the first class I named are consolidated 
monopolists, the promoters of trusts, the scalp- 
ers of all food products, both of the farm and 
the range. All of their interests are diamet- 
rically opposed to those of the stock raisers 
and the farmer. Hence, I am led to the con- 
clusion that the men who produce food prod- 
ucts which sustain life may as well under- 
stand that during the twenticth century it 
will require the combined efforts of both 
stockmen and farmers to hold their own in this 
unequal combat. It is the gambling feature 
in articles of food which should by law be ab- 
solutely prohibited in the interest of the 
greatest number. The world must be fed. 
and the producers of food should be pro- 
tected in every market of the world from any 
and every combination which would speculate 
and gamble on the price of food products for 
the selfish aggrandizement of a lot of food 
sealpers, 

“This great organization will undoubtedly 
resolve that the dealing in futures on boards 
of trade, as they affect food production and 
supply, is inimical to the interests of both 
producers and consumers, and that our com- 
bined efforts should be directed in obtaining 
laws forbidding all such speculation, as op- 
posed to public policy.”

PACKER HIDES.—The traffic of the past 
week has been fairly satisfactory, one sale 
representing some 20,000 light native cows. 
There is no appreciable accumulation, as 
branded stock is especially scarce, and the 
sale mentioned above has about cleaned up 
the only large stock that there was on hand. 
The few branded still on hand could be read-. 
ily moved if the packer were willing to make 
a fractional concession. Under the circum- 
stances, i. e., for light accumulation and fair 
volume of business, it is not surprising that 
values are well sustained. We quote: No. 1 
native steers, 60 IDs. up, free of brands, have 
moved to the number of about 7,800, at 11% 
@12, at which figures they are now quotable. 

No. 1 BUTT-BRANDED STEERS, 60 
Ibs. up, have moved to the number of about 
5,000, at 114%. There are some packers who 
demand \%& higher, but it is probable that a 
satisfactory supply could be secured at the 
first named price. 

COLORADO STEERS have sold in a mod- 
erate way at 1lc.; this is the ruling figure. 

No. 1 TEXAS STEERS are offering at 
124%, though tanners are very averse to pay- 
ing that price. 

No. 1 NATIVE COWS, free of brands, 50 
Ids. up, have sold in moderate and scattering 
way at 11, and are well sustained at the price; 
light under 55 Ibs. are scarce and offering at 
114. 

BRANDED COWS are not very plentiful. 
They moved to the number of 3,000 at 11. 

NATIVE BULLS have sold at 9%, though 
last desirable stock is offering at 944. 

COUNTRY HIDES.—The country maker 
at present shows a very firm front. While it 
is true that the volume of business has been 
somewhat limited, the restriction is owing to 
the dearth of stock, rather than to any lack 
of demand. Receipts are decidedly meager, 
and their quality is steadily improving. 
Heavy hides and calf skins are in especially 
active request, as are also kips. 

No. 1 BUFFS, free of brands and grubs, 
40 to 60 IDs., have had a moderate movement 
at 9%. They are readily salable at this price. 

No. 1 EXTREMES, 25 to 40 IDs., are now 
of inferior quality, and in accumulation they 
can be bought from 9%@10%, according to 
selection. 

BRANDED STEERS AND COWS are in 
active factor at 94@94. 

HEAVY COWS, 60 Ibs. up, free of brands 
and grubbs, are in light supply and firmly 
sustained at 9%. 

NATIVE BULLS have sold for 8% flat and 
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8%. And especially desired lot would prob- 
ably bring 8%. 

CALFSKINS.—Country skins are firmly 
held at 124%, and the market is pretty well 
cleaned up. 

No: 1 KIPS, 15 to 25 IDs., have sold at 
105g; long-haired stock is not in request, and 
would be considered a doubtful investment at 
10. 

DEACONS are in good demand at from 60 
to 77%, according to weight and se*ction.

HIDES.—The market closed last week with 
sales about 16,000 hides, the prices on some 
grades shaded to effect purchases. The 12%c. 
price for heavy Texas was not realized; they 
were sold at 12%c., which was decidedly a 
good price, and at present outlook it would 
seem as if the tanners were doing their level 
best to try and bring the market to 12c. It is 
doubtful, however, if they can do it at the 
present time, the slaughter of the heavies being 
so very light, but the regular summer run is 
now about on us, and the Quarantine Divi- 
sion shows larger receipts, consequently a 
larger number of heavy ‘lexas. Native steers 
are still in the dumps, there is not much life 
to the market and 12c. seems to be the very 
best nossible point the tanners care to indulge 
in, and even at 12c. buyers are not very numer- 
ous, and their wants quickly supplied. It is 
doubtful, however, if there will be many heavy 
Native Steers for the present, and the next 
six weeks to come sold below the 12c. mark, 
that is, for May, June and July. Early hides 
to be sure, are free sellers at 11%c., with 
even not many people looking after such. 
Kansas City is in a good position on about all 
grades except Native Steers. The largest 
operator to be taken in by the Upper Leather 
Trust, and who was prominently talked of as 
the future president, has entered the market 
and cleaned it up pretty thoroughly of light 
Native Cows at lle. It would look from this 
as if the Leather Trust would die a-borning 
and not have an existence. The light Native 
Cows sold at llc., which was a remarkably 
good price, and the packer who was holding 
these at 11\4c. gracefully submitted to the in- 
evitable, has nothing to regret in his sacrifice. 
Branded Cows are still scarce, but they are 
getting a little more numerous, so that if the 
price shaded from llc. it would be no matter 
of surprise. 

SHEEPSKINS are a little dragging just 
now at the higher prices that the packers are 
asking, and it is doubtful if they will not 
shade their present asking prices owing to the 
fact that the present warm weather is not just 
the time to speculate in their sheepskins. 


BOSTON. 
Ten cents is now the lowest price which 
will buy good buffs. It would be surprising 
if 10% became the low-water mark very soon, 





although tanners are contesting the prospec- 
tive advance tooth and nail. This is a har- 
vest season for the brokers, who have no dif- 
ficulty in working off their receipts before 
noon of each day. It is a well-known fact 
that the tanners are very short of supplies 
and that most of them will have to buy soon 
or suspend operations. New Englands are 
also held at 10, and the light receipts are sold 
without effort. 

CALFSKINS are also a strong factor, -and 
are being bought as rapidly as the opportunity 
presents as a searcity is anticipated. 

SHEEPSKINS.—Raw stock is scarce in 
demand. Same conditions which character- 
ized calfskins apply with equal force to sheep- 
skins.

There is not much of anything doing here, 
mainly because supplies are so short prices 
are naturally firmly sustained.

SUMMARY. 


The present Chicago packer market is fa- 
vorable to the packers. The recent volume of 
business, in which about 20,000 light native 
cows were disposed of, virtually cleaned up 
the only accumulation which seemed likely to 
prove burdensome. Such branded stock as is 
now on hand could doubtless be moved if the 
packers were at all prone to concession, but 
under existing favorable circumstances it 
would hardly be natural for them to be so. 
The Chicago country market is in a partic- 
ularly strong condition, the only reason for 
the comparatively limited trading of the past 
week being the meager supply. Receipts are 
very light, and the quality is appreciating 
with the advance of each day. Heavy hides, 
branded and otherwise, as well as calfskins 
and kips, are of superior quality, and in active 
request. The Boston market is also decidedly 
favorable to holders, and the chances are 
rather in favor of an increase in the price of 
buffs, an ordinary selection of which now 
commands 10c. Neither the present price nor 
the prospective advance is very congenial to 
the feelings of the cautious tanner of the 
Hub, but as the brokers have no difficulty 
in disposing of their receipts by noon of each 
day, and as the stocks of the tanners are so 
depleted as to render resupply indispensable 
to continued operation, it rather looks as 
though the tanners would pay more for their 
hides before they buy them for any less. Sup- 
plies in Philadelphia are so limited that they 
can hardly be obtained for love (neither broth 
erly nor otherwise) or money. It is super- 
fluous to state that the high dollar pre- 
vails. In New York the market is well 
cleaned up, and there are comparatively few 
hides in process. Bulls are especially scarce, 
and prices are very firmly sustained.

X. Y. Z., Chicago.—(1) The Texas cotton 
crop is the first in. It begins to come in in 
August. Farmers rush their seed to the mills. 
The small mills start up—some of them—as 
early as Aug. 15. So that it is possible, 
ordinarily to get the refined oil toward the 
latter part of August in the hotter districts. 
The larger mills do not start up until Septem- 
ber 1 to 15. This year, however, the whole 
season is about two weeks late, so that it is 
hardly possible to get any of the refined oil of 
this year’s crop before Sept. 1. The first oil 
from the mill may not necessarily be from this 
year’s crop of seed, as some of the mills start 
in on left-over stock of the last year’s crop 
which were late in coming in. (2) White cot- 
tonseed oil is manufactured from yellow cot- 
tonseed oil by bleaching the latter with fuller’s 
earth until the requisite color is obtained. A 
filter press and bleaching tanks are necessary 
for this, as also is a good grade of fuller’s 
earth. The oil is heated and the requisite 
umount of earth added and the whole well 
agitated and pumped through the filter press 
until thoroughly bleached white, and is clear 
from any traces of the fuller’s earth.

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MEAT FOR MILLIONS. 
(From Harper’s Magazine for July.) 

The following charming story of a great 
American packing concern will be of interest 
to our readers: 

If an intelligent and traveled foreigner were 
called upon to indicate the remarkable sights 
of America, he would certainly place the

stock yards of Chicago high on the list, for 
in the whole country there is nothing like 
them. 

One square mile of the city is given over to 
this food-producing enterprise, which has 
world importance, since it gives meat to the 
world. A special railroad serves the yards, 
bringing live stock in endless procession from 
the plains and ranches of the West, and car- 
rying away the product to distant markets. 
At the stone entrance is posted daily how 
many carloads of cattle, hogs, sheep, ete., 
have been received in the last twenty-four 
hours, A singie day (April 25, 1892) has 
seen the arrival of 32,677 cattle, another day 
(October 1, 1894) the arrival of 31,334 sheep, 
and still another day (February 11, 1895) 
the arrival of 74,551 hogs. In the year 1892 
cattle were received to the number of 3,571.,- 
796; in 1897 sheep were received to the num- 
ber of 3,606,640; in 1891 hogs were received 
to the number of 8,600,805, which three items 
alone, taken together, exceed the combined 
populations of London, Paris, New York, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia and Boston. So many ani- 
mals killed every year that we may live! 

About this killing let me say simply that it 
becomes a matter of routine, a short step in 
the process of transforming grain into quar- 
ters of beef, loins of pork, legs of mutton, 
lard, butterine, hides, wool, fertilizer, etc. The 
unpleasant part occupies scarcely ten min- 
utes as against days for the remaining opera- 
tions, so that you feel presently as if you 
were in some great factory, or many fac- 
tories, where certain articles are manufac- 
tured out of certain animals, just as tables 
are made from wood, or shoes from leather. 
And you watch with extreme interest as the 
transformation is wrought before your eyes. 

Let us begin with the beef industry, and 
see what happens to our good friend the 
steer once he has cast his lot in these parts for 
the good of man. I get my information from 
the great packinghouses of Swift and Com- 
pany, whose buildings at Chicago alone cover 
forty acres, and whose exports of meat 
amount approximately to one-fourth of all 
that is sent from the United States. A huge 
business this, with annual sales for 1898 ex- 
ceeding $150,000,000, and over 18,000 em- 
ployees, grown from nothing in a score or so 
of years. Here in the Chicago plant alone 
6,000 men, with some hundreds of girls, toil 
for the company, and that is but the heart 
from which branches have spread over the 
Continent and over the world. Three hun- 
dred distributing houses in the United States, 
and fully equipped packing plants in Kansas 
City, Omaha, St. Louis, St. Joseph and St. 
Paul. Then thirty branch houses throughout 
Great Britain, under the Swift Beef Com- 
pany, Ltd., of London. Also Swift and Com- 


pany, in Rotterdam; the Swift Packing Com- 
pany, in Hamburg and Antwerp, and brokers 
handling Swift and Company’s products all 
over the world. 

A business of such vast extent is something 
for one man to have created in his lifetime. 

Setting forth on my tour of observation one 
morning recently, I found myself walking 
through half a mile of open cattle pens, with 
sounds about me everywhere of active opera- 
tions, lowings and bellowings, men shouting, 
“Hey-hey-hey!” to huddled sheep and cattle, 
or climbing nimbly from pen to pen, the ring- 
ing of horse’s hoofs as buyers and drivers 
galloped about, some of them cracking whips, 
and the shuttle of many hoofs on the crowded 
run-ways overhead that divide this region 
into avenues and streets and lead the ani- 
mals where they are needed, 

“If you see a steer coming at you with 
fire in his eye,” said a friend of mine in the 
company, “don’t hesitate to get over a fence. 
It won’t hurt your dignity and may save your 
bones. ‘Two or three steers are safe enough, 
but look out for one alone.” 

Then he told me of certain kindnesses 
shown to the animals when they are first re- 
ceived; the steers are given a day for rest

with good food and a sousing of water in 
hot weather, and no driver is permitted to 
beat the animals, and no animal not in sound 
health is received at all, rigid inspection in 
this matter being maintained by the Govern- 
ment. 

We came to the company’s offices soon, 
where 600 men and women swarm in the 
rush of work, where desks and tables and 
private rooms and rows of typewriters cover 
a floor space of 22,000 square feet. Here I 
met a man, at the head of his department, 
who knows what there is to know about beef, 
and with him I proceeded to follow the for- 
tunes of the steer. This meant starting at 
the roof of one particular building (one among 
many) and working downward. In the same 
way go the animals which walk themselves 
up by covered inclines, then, the burden of 
life being lifted, slide themselves down in 
stages by convenient gravitation. The line 
moves along at the rate of a hundred bullocks 
an hour, and forty minutes covers the interval 
between the painless hammer stroke and the 
clean, quiet ranging of the sides in the long 
refrigerating rooms. In this time high-priced 
workmen bave been busy, one big fellow with 
a true eye has cleft the backbones lengthwise, 
one has stripped the tails (he does nothing 
else) for the famous ox-tail soup, and others 
go about with brushes and hot water on their 
errand of cleanliness. Also each bullock has 
been weighed and inspected, Government men 
being always there on duty. 

The refrigerating room is a vast space cooled 
by ice and brine pipes in the floor above to 
34 or 35 degrees Fahrenheit. In currents 


that one can feel the cold air descends, the 
warm air rises. Here are streets and streets 
of bullock sides, all depending from hooks and 
beams in the ceiling overhead, and each slid- 
ing easily on its own wheel and rail, so that 
a push moves it along, though the weight be 
four or five hundred pounds. Down one 
Street and up another one can go (body-wide 
streets they are) past a great company of bull- 
ocks in halves (the room holds 7,000 sides) 
swinging in silent rows under twinkling elec- 
tric lamps. And each side bears its Govern- 
ment inspection tag, numbered like a bank- 
note, worth as much as.,a bank note, indeed, 
$50 or less, according to weight and quality. 
And, speaking of weight, it is of interest to 
note that the steer on the hook represents in 
weight only about 57 per cent. of the steer 
on the hoof, 

The sides hang now for forty-eight hours 
in the refrigerating room (there are two of 
these in the plant, one holding 7,000, the other 
6,000 sides), and then the beef is ready for 
shipment in refrigerator cars, of which the 
company use 4,000 in their business. The 
meat is cold, not frozen, firm to the touch and 
pleasant to the eye; already it shows the su 
periority of scientific handling. 

The loading goes on swiftly. Down the 
platform come the heavy sides swinging from 
the overhead rail, with a rattling of tackle, 
like athletes on the flying rings. It will go 
ill with the man struck by one of these red- 
and-white masses. By the car-doors are cut 
ters with long knives, who, with practiced 
stroke, divide the sides into quarters, leaving 
so many ribs on the hindquarters, according 
to destination—thus, Boston wants three ribs, 
New York one rib, Brooklyn and Jersey City 
no ribs at all, while other places must have 
six. A certain city will have none but heavi- 
est beef (700 to 1,000 pounds), while another 
prefers a moderate range (600 to 800 pounds), 
and another demands the lightest (from 450 
to 600 pounds). So do tastes vary. 

Now see the white-clad carriers, nearly all 
Germans, heaving powerful shoulders under 
fresh-cut quarters and bearing them into the 
cold, yellow cars, temperature 32 to 34 de- 
grees. Not one man in five who tries this 
work can stand it, yet these fellows bear their 
loads easily, and with deft movement settle the 
quarters upon sharp hooks that bristle down

along the car-tops, 100 to 140 quarters in a 
ear. Those in white jackets bearing the stamp 
of Swift and Company on heart-shaped metal 
tags are for export, probably to Great Britain, 
and will be under the teeth of appreciative 
Englishmen before very long.

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Prompt Returns. 
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The Oil Seed Combine in England. 

The British Oil and Cake Mills Company, 
Ltd., one of the strongest industrial corpora- 
tions, has lately been formed in England, as 
already noted in these columns, by Edward 
Flash, of Williams & Flash, commission 
merchants, in company with John R. Bart- 
lett, of New York. The authorized cap- 
italstockis £2,250,000, which includes an issue 
of debenture stock amounting to £550,000. Of 
the total authorized capital $600,000 is a 514 
per cent. cumulative preferied stock and £60U,- 
000 is common stock. There is kept in the 
treasury £500,000 for acquiring other plants 
and for various other purposes. The banker 
is the firm of Smith, Payne & Smith. The 
corporation counsel was Milward & Co. 

The consolidation comprises seventeen cor- 
porations, controlling twenty-eight mills and 
fvelve oil refineries, engaged in the linseed 
and cottonseed crushing business. The Brit- 
ish Oil and Cake Company, Ltd., will con- 
trol 60 per cent. of the output of both com- 
modities in England. The plants included 
represent the most desirable in England, as 
will be seen from the fact that while the 
number taken in is twenty-eight and the total 
number of mills in England is about fifty, yet 
the company control over 60 per cent. of the 
crushed cotton and linseed output of the 
country. 

The crushing capacity of the mills included 
is about 400,000 tons each of cottonseed and 
linseed, giving an output of about 1,000,000 
barrels of oil. 

The new company will continue to get its 
supply of seed from Egypt, but it will also 
purchase American cottonseed oil, and it is 
believed this trade will increase in the future. 

Mr. flash said that the board of direc- 
ors consists of prominent financiers and repre- 
sentatives of the leading corporations in- 
cluded. Hugh Colin Smith, the chairman of 
the board, is a former governor of the Bank 
of England. Mr. Flash stated that the capi- 
tal stock of the company represented the tan- 
gible assets and good will of the constituent 
companies, 
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Protection in Australia. 

Washington, July 12.—United States Con- 
sul Bell, at Sydney, N. S. W., in a report to 
the State Department upon the federated 
movement in Australia, which was carried on 
June 20, in New South Wales, by over 20,000, 
predicts an early recourse by the federated 
colonies to a system of protective tariff duties 
that will have a considerable effect upon 
American manufacturers, inasmuch as it may 
be accompanied by preferential treatment for 
English products. Heretofore, England had 
to pay duties like any other nation.

U. S. APPRAISERS’ DECISIONS. 

The following decisions were rendered by 
the Board of General Appraisers in New 
York: 

Arthur Turnbull, Boston, Mass., July 11, 
1899.—The merchandise consists of small 
scales or flakes of the appearance of bits of 
glue or isinglass. It was assessed for duty 
as blood albumen at 3c. per pound, under par. 
245, Act of July, 1897, and is claimed to be 
dutiable at 144c. per pound, under the same 
paragraph, as soluble dried blood. 

Paragraph 245 reads: 

“Eggs, yolk of, 25 per centum ad valorem; 
albumen, egg or blood, 3 cents per pound; 
dried blood, when soluble, 1% cents per 
pound.” 

Paragraph 497 gives free admission to 
dried blood not specially provided for. This 
would cover insoluble dried blood which is 
largely used as a nitrogenous constituent in 
fertilizers. Soluble dried blood is used to a 
large extent as a purifying agent, while blood 
albumen is chiefly employed in fixing colors 
in textile fabrics. 

The three divisions would appear to be as 
follows: 

(1) Insoluble dried blood, that which con- 
tains the fibrin, haematosine or coloring mat 
ter, and serum. 

(2) Soluble dried blood, containing haemat- 
osine and serum, 

(3) Blood albumen, the serum with more or 
less of the other constituents remaining as 
impurities. 

Blood albumen and dried blood present dis- 
tinct difference in physical appearance. In 
their commercial forms, dried blood is in 
powder or lumps of a dark-brown color, while 
blood albumen is usually of the character of 
the merchandise described in this case. The 
chemist reports that a sample submitted to 
the U. S. Laboratory at this port is blood al- 
bumen. This is in accordance with the report 
of U. S. Examiner of Drugs at Boston and 
does not seem to be contradicted by the tes- 
timony of the importer. 

We find that the merchandise is blood al- 
bumen, 

The decision of the Collector is affirmed ac- 
cordingly. 
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Hog Raising in the South. 


In a farmers’ bulletin from the Department 
of Agriculture Mr. Tracy states that although 
more pork is consumed in the Southern States 
than all other meats combined, yet up to 
1890 fully 90 per cent. of the pork used was 
shipped from the great packinghouses in Kan- 
sas City, Chicago and Cincinnati. The prin- 
cipal obstacle to success in hog raising was 
the high price of corn and the want of pack- 
inghouses. Mr. Tracy shows that the ex- 
clusive use of corn is unnecessary, and hog 
crops of artichokes, turf oats, vetch, sorghum, 
cowpeas, sweet potatoes, peanuts, chufas, and 
cassava may be _used along with a certain 





amount of grain feed. Packinghouses will 
naturally follow as soon as the supply is in 
excess of the local demand. Hints on breed- 
ing are added, and it is shown that pure 
bloods can be got in the South as readily as 
elsewhere, and that scrub blood is as un- 
profitable in Ohio as in Texas. In time the 
hog may become the “mortgage lifter’ of the 
Southern States, as it is at present of the 
great corn belt from Ohio to Kansas. The 
bulletin contains much information on the care 
and feeding of hogs, the prevention of hog 
cholera and swine plague, and other hints 
which will be as useful to farmers generally 
aus to the stock raisers of the South. 

Of Interest to Shippers. 

A suit for damages arising from delay of 
stuupment of cattle has been decided in favor of 
the plaintiffs by the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri against the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railroad, which has been pending for nine 
years. In 1890 the firm of McCann & Smith- 
er, stockdealers of Paris, Mo., shipped six car- 
loads of cattle, the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railroad receiving and billing them to Chi- 
cago. At Hannibal the cattle were trans- 
ferred to the Wabash Railroad. For some 
cause they were delayed on the Wabash, and 
were a day late in reaching Chicago. In the 
meantime the cattle market had declined, and 
the shinners figured that the delay had cost 
them $700. ‘lhey sued for this amount in the 
Circuit Court of Monroe county and received 
a verdict, the court holding that the clause in 
the shippers’ contract releasing the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Railroad from responsibility 
on connecting lines was invalid, because the 
connecting line was acting as agent for the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas. The case was ap 
pealed to the Supreme Court of Missouri, aud 
the judgment of the Circuit Court was re- 
versed by division No. 2. A motion for a 
rehearing was afterward granted, and the case 
was transferred to the Supreme Court, whicn 
sustained the judgment of the lower court. 
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Stockmen Protest. 

At a meeting of the Lyon County Live 
Stock Association, held at Emporia, Kan., for 
the purpose of considering the recent change 
in the cattle freight rates, a committee was 
appointed by the association to co-operate with 
the executive committee of the Kansas State 
Live Stock Association, the National Live 
Stock Association and the Railroad Traffic 
Association, with a view to a reduction in 
present cattle freight rates. Major Calvin 
Hood, George Plumb and L. R. Wright were 
chosen as the committee. It is the intention 
to call a meeting of the State Association to 
take action in the matter. 
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Lever Bros. have closed their deal for the 
land on the east bank of the Don, Toronto, 
Can., where they will build their American 
soap factory. Tenders are in order for the 
building, ete.

\ GOOD, STRONG MARKET—AN AD 
VANCE WOULD BE ESTABLISHED 
ON ANY INCREASE OF DEMAND. 


THE IMPROVED LARD MARKET 


STIMULATING SELLERS’ VIEWS. 


The market is in just that position that it is 
likely to further advance at any moment. In 
deed, it would probably be impossible to close 
out any large buying orders even now, except 
at an advance of %ec on last week's prices, 
while if such lots were released at that im- 
provement there would immediately follow an 
even higher range. The position of sellers is 
much more assured this week and it now looks 
as though higher prices for the oil would 
come about at an earlier date than had seemed 
probable a week since. While the lard mar- 
ket was expected to do better this month its 
spurty tendency has perhaps been rather 
more marked at a few days earlier date than 
the trade as a whole had considered probable. 
It has, however, all along been conceded that 
lard was likely to draw away from its tame 
exhibition of trading to taking on activity and 
buoyancy at any time, and July had been 
looked upon to open up the first symptoms of 
that order; however, some opinions were that 
perhaps the latter part of that month would 
give them if a more marked order. But the 
cash demands for hog products generally, 
which began vigorously a fortnight since, 
have not abated since, but rather this week 
have been of an even more marked order, in 
that they have been more than latterly di- 
rected to lard. The fact that the English 
shippers have been in for large lines of the 
lard united to a good Continent demand proves 
that the sentiment is strong on fhe other side, 
that the markets here are ready for support, 
while the belief is that these cash demands 
will not only be held in a liberal way right 
along, but that by this time next month, un- 
der normal conditions, or an absence of dis- 
concerting features from the South, that they 
will be of an even mofe generous order, The 
rolling of these increased demands we think 
was indicated several days before they ap- 
peared in the sudden picking up of trading in 
compound lard at the West, in which a large 
business was being steadily done, and which 
necessitated extensive purchases of stearine 
at higher prices. This enlarged movement in 
compound lard, as well as an even brisker 
trading in the various cotton oil and oleo- 
stearine compounds continues, and from 
which may be gathered the most marked con- 
fidence of a near even more marked exhibi- 
tion of strength over cotton oil, as the latter, 
however affected it may be by sentiment over 
any advance in lard, has its best foundation 
for strength at higher prices in its actual 
consumption on livelier demands or the va- 
rious compounds. The home consumption of 
cotton oil, therefere, is proceeding .in a full, 
satisfactory way and much in excess of this 
time last year, and which is partly indicated 
hy the larger exports of general lard sup- 
plies than then, but as well from all reports 
from the West of materially increased dis- 
tributions to the home, as well as export 
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sources of all manufactured goods. It re- 
quires then just a little spurt of export de- 
mand for the oil, added to the trade other- 
wise, to throw the prices of the oil on a bull- 
ish tendency. An improved export demand 
for the product is likely at any time, while it 
ean hardly be deferred after this month, or 
at least more export buying may be expected 
this month than for a few days past, while 
August will probably give decidedly more 
vigorous trading in it, in the event of which 
and the present prospects for hog products 
heing realized, there is little doubt but that 
cotton oil will be very sensitive on an up- 
ward course of prices. The export markets 
this week are quite firm. The shippers have 
have more inquiries to see what can be done, 
and it is clear that the trade generally is 
much more concerned over the situation, 
while it is having its views stimulated by the 
course of the lard market, particularly as full 
supplies of the oil are needed there before the 
new crop can be reached, and by reason of the 
active business in manufactured products on 
the Continent and the more than ordinary 
consumption of the oil. While it looks as 
though extreme prices could be made on the 
cotton oil before the new crop could be reached, 
it is very doubtful if there would be a dispo- 
sition to have more than a moderate ad- 
vance on the current views, since high figures 
would be a poor feature on an incoming crop, 
or at a time when the mills generally want to 
get their supplies of seed; planters’ views over

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prices of seed are usually sufficiently stimu- 
lated and to add to them by allowing the 
prices of the oil to go up temporarily on its 
scarcity, would hardly be the policy of the 
large makers of the oil. We look upon the 
oil market as likely to show some advance 
upon current prices, but that it could pos- 
sibly drift materially higher before a new 
crop season if permitted; that the supplies this 
year will be more closely sold up than ever 
before, indeed that the market will be prac- 
tically bare of supplies by the time of the new 
crop, even with ordinary demands, while if 
trade should increase materially, and which 
seems probable from the current tone of af- 
fairs for associated products, that there will 
be a marked scarcity of the oil long before 
the period for large quantities of new crop. 
There is no talk over offering new oil except 
in Texas. in which State, here and there, 
where a few mills have made arrangements 
over getting seed at prices to correspond, 
crude has been sold at 15@16c for deliveries 
in September and October, but there are not 
many of them willing to sell at those prices, 
particularly as influenced by the recent loss 
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of planting from storms, while not many of 
the mills care to make contracts for the oil at 
the above prices and go short of seed until 
at least there are clearer indications than at 
present of the possible opening prices for the 
seed. No doubt at 1@2c advance over the 
above prices a number of the mills would take 
the chances of getting the seed at a right 
price, but only in Texas, as none of the mills 
along the Atlantic sections are as yet think- 
ing of doing business in new crop oil. What- 
ever prices have been made this week have 
indicated the stronger tone, or they have 
been more readily paid. Some old crude, in 
tanks, has been sold along Atlantic sections 
at 16@17ec for four tanks off quality. Light 
quantities of crude in barrels on offer in New 
York have been sold at 20\,@21c for 200 bar 
rels, as to quality, and sales also of 3,000 bbls.

Liquid Air. 


A plant has been constructed under the di- 


rection of Oscar P. Ostergren and Moriz 
Burger, located at 531 West Thirty-third 
street, New York, for manufacturing liquid 


air. It is said to be capable of producing 
1,500 gallons of liquefied air in twenty-four 
hours, and may be used as a refrigerant, a

(‘uite extensive experiments have been made 
abroad with it in this line, and at this time 
where the Simplon tunnel is being built 
through the mountains in Switzerland, they 
are building a Linde machine at each end of 
the tunnel, for the purpose of furnishing 
liquid air necessary to provide the explosive 
for constructing the tunnel.

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WHAT CONSTITUTES A GOOD SHEEP. 


Prof. Curtis, of the Iowa Experiment Sta- 
tion, in his excellent pamphlet on sheep, pub- 
lished by the United States Department of 
Agriculture, as Farmers’ Bulletin No. 96, 
says: 

The value of good blood has been empha- 
sized in preceding pages. Not all the animals 
belonging to any of the improved breeds, how- 
ever, are possessed of a high degree of excel- 
lence. No graver error can be made than the 
assumption of uniform excellence in the stock 
constituting any breed, no matter how much 
prominence it may have attained. Individual 
animals always differ more than breeds, and 
there are relatively few really good animals in 
any breed. This seems to be strikingly true 
of the mutton sheep. The chief trouble in 
mutton production is and always has been the 
scarcity of stock sheep, particularly sires, that 
have sufficient merit to fill the standard of ex- 
cellence for a strictly prime carcass. Until 
we reach this higher degree of excellence the 
mutton sheep will not assume its rightful 
place in American agriculture. The Amer- 
ican market has become the most discriminat- 
ing in the world on beef products, and will 
demand a corresponding superiority in mut- 
ton. With this in view a brief consideration 
of what constitutes a good mutton sheep may 
be of interest. 

Virst, let there be pronounced masculinity 
in the male and femininity in the female. 
Sheep should be neither sexless nor character- 
less. They should bear the stamp and char- 
acter of the breed they represent. This breed 
character is a mark of good blood, and it 
should be manifest in no unmistakable man- 
ner. The sire should be impressive, resolute 
and of noble bearing. He should be distinctly 
the head of the flock in every sense of the 
word. To meet these requirements he must 
have good constitutional and vital powers. 
Without these no animal is fit to head a herd 
or flock. In selecting a sire, look first at the 
head. 

If deficient there, look no further, but reject 
at once. Insist upon a head that faces you 
boldly with a wide face, a clear, prominent 
eye, and a robust character throughout. The 
head should be joined to a well-filled, round, 
muscular neck, wide at the poll and back of 
the ears and gradually enlarging in all lines 
to a strong, full junction at the shoulder, as 
seen from top, sides or bottom. This should 
be accompanied by a wide chest, a prominent, 
well-filled brisket, and a full heart girth, giv- 
ing straight, even lines from the shoulders 
back. A depression either in front of or be- 
hind the shoulder, whether at the top, side 
or bottom line is an indication of weakness. 
The back should be strong, wide and well 
meated from shoulder point to tail. The hind- 
quarters should be full and well let down in 
the leg and flank, in order to yield well of 
high-priced meat. The legs should be placed 
wide apart and stand straight. Sickle-shaped 
hocks and weak, sloping pasterns afford suf- 
ficient reason fer condemning 
good sheep.

Governor’s Proclamation Amended. 


An amendment to the regulations regarding 
the importation into Illinois of dairy and 
breeding cattle has been adopted by the State 
Live Stock Commission, which has modified 
rule 2 of the Governor’s proclamation with 
reference to bovine tuberculosis so as to read 
us follows: 





Rule 2. Before any such cattle, destined for 
shipment as aforesaid, are offered to any 
railroad company for such shipment, or are 
driven into the State of Illinois, they must 
be tested with tuberculin by a veterinary in- 
spector, duly authorized by the veterinary 
and sanitary authorities of the State from 
which such cattle are to be shipped or driven, 


and who has been accepted by the State Board 
of Live Stock Commissioners of Illinois to 
make such tests, in accordance with the rules 
of said board. On the completion of said test, 
said veterinary inspector shall make out a 
statement of the temperatures, in duplicate, 
of such cattle as shall not show a reaction to 
the tuberculin test to exceed 1.50, in excess of 
the highest temperature taken before injecting 
with tuberculin, filling out properly all blanks 
therein. He shall certify such statement, and 
when the owner of the cattle shall have made 
the affidavit on the back thereof that the ani- 
mals may be shipped are the identical animals 
referred to in the certificates, said veterinary 
inspector shall deliver the original copy of 
said certificate to said owner and shall mail 
the duplicate copy thereof to the secretary 
of the State Board of Live Stock Commis- 
sioners at Springfield, Ill. The shipper may 
then immediately ship such certified cattle, by 
presenting the original copy of certificate to 
the railroad company, to be attached to way 
bill, memorandum blank or bill of lading ac- 
companying the shipment. 





Iowa Cattle Excluded. 

Gov. Shaw, of Iowa, on July 1, received 
from Gov. Tanner a proclamation prescrib- 
ing regulations of cattle importation into Illi- 
nois. It entirely prohibits the importation 
into the State of dairy or breeding cattle, 
cows, calves or bulls, for dairy or breeding 
purposes, except under certain stringent reg- 
ulations. These regulations, prepared by the 
State Live Stock Commission and approved by 
the Governor, are designed to prevent the in- 
troduction of tuberculosis into the State. The 
regulations are to be strictly enforced. The 
order does not interfere with the shipment of 
cattle to Illinois stock yards or packers for 
slaughter. lowa people will still enjoy the 
privilege of sending their stock to Chicago 
markets without protest. 


_— 
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Illinois Dipping Experiments. 

Dr. Norgaard, of the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, in the Year Book of the United States 
Department of Agriculture describes two “II- 
linois experiments,” in which cattle were im- 
mersed in a solution of sulphur in “extra 
dynamo” oil, in order to destroy the ticks in- 
festing their skin. After experimenting with 
various solutions which the ticks were better 
able to resist than the cattle, this acid-free, 
light oil in which sulphur was dissolved was 
adopted as the best. So long as the Texas 
fever tick is confined to Texas cattle it does 
little injury, but if it comes in contact with 
Northern cattle it causes the fatal fever. It 
was found that the loss of cattle resulting 
from dipping was insignificant if proper pre-

cautions are taken to prevent the vitality of 
the animals from being reduced through ex- 
treme heat or exposure.

BOSTON’S CATTLE EXPORTS. 

A careful calculation shows that 2,562,000,- 
QUO pounds of meat and other animal products 
were exported from the United States during 
the past year, and that the value of these ex- 
ports was about $10,000,000, the value of 
the different items on the list of exports being : 
Live cattle, 28,000,000; hogs, $50,000; 
canned meats, $3,500,.00; beef quarters, 
$23,000,000 ; salted meats, $3,000,000; tallow,

As fully 75 per cent. of tue above was sent 
to England, it may be taken for granted that 
England paid a meat bill of at least $140, 
000,000 to the United States during the past 
year. In addition to the cattle shipped on 
the hoof, 621,316 quarters of fresh beef were 
shipped from Boston. These quarters aver- 
aged about 200 pounds, and weighed 124,263,- 
200 pounds. By adding these two totals to- 
gether it will be found that 221,180,800 
pounds of beef went forward from Boston 
during the year. an average shipment of 
605,700 pounds for every day in the year, 
25,237 pounds for every hour, 420 pounds for 
every minute, and seven pounds for every sec 
ond.

The “‘ Pony Beef”’ Industry. 

“Pony beef’’ is simply veal calves hand fed 
and fattened for market after the manner 
of fattening spring lambs. This is likely to 
be quite an industry, and, later on, we will, 
doubtless, hear as much about hothouse veal 
as we now do about “hothouse lamb.” “Pony 
beef’’ and “hothouse veal’ will satisfy the 
taste and measurably eliminate the craze for 
slimy milk-sotted “bobs.” 

A very interesting experiment in calf-feed- 
ing for “pony beef” was made in Fort Col- 
lins, Latimer county, Cal., during the spring 
and early summer of this year. A calf-herd 
of thirty-five Texas steer calves were secured 
from the Panhandle country and an equal 
number of heifers from Promontory, Utah. 
This herd was got together in January. They 
then average 4124%4 pounds weight per head. 
By June 7, after judicious feeding, the herd 
averaged 702% pounds per head, which was 
increased to an average of 760 pounds per 
head, live weight, on July 1, when the lot 
were disposed of under previous contract at 
5 cents per pound on the hoof, with 3 per 
ceft. aliowed for shrinkage. That paid 
well. 


Marquis. de Mores and ‘*‘Cayuse”’ 
Beef. 


The retail butchers of New York City par- 
ticularly and those elsewhere generally have a 
vivid recollection of the Marquis de Mores 
and his “ranch to mouth” proposition back in 
the “early eighties” to feed the housekeeper 
from his factory. He failed, and he failed at 
Medora, N. D., where the horse abattoir now 
exists, in which the Butte butcher who is 
turning cayuses into beef slaughters about 100 
horses per day. This “cayuse beef’ killer 
was in New York recently and was blocked by 
the New York Board of Health from entering 
the Eastern market with this nondescript 
flesh. The “hoof to mouth” proposition 
wasn’t popular with steer meat, and it will be 
less popular with prairie horse.

HEAVY LOSSES OF SHEEP. 

The bulletin of the National Live Stock As- 
sociation just to hand gives the following 
estimate of the sheep and lamb loss of the 
country, which confirms our reports and state- 
ment upon the matter: 

Reports as to winter losses on sheep are 
rather more definite than on cattle, and indi- 
cate a loss of from 12 to 30 per cent. Prob- 
ably 15 per cent. would be a_ conservative 
estimate. Cold nights were bad on lambing 
in nearly every section and losses have been 
heavy, few sections reporting over 50 per cent. 
of a crop, and some as low as 40 per cent. 
Idaho, Wyoming and Montana report most 
succcessful lamb crop; Utah only fair; New 
Mexico, Colorado and Arizona and the ex- 
treme Western Texas, very bad. In the 
Southwest the drouth left so little feed for 
the ewes, that in many sections the lambs 
were killed to save the mothers; and the herds 
are kept alive only by cutting down brush 
and young trees along dry creeks or the foot- 
hills for them to browse upon. A heavy loss 
will result to the Utah sheep men by the ac- 
tion of the Government in excluding them 
from forest reservations, where heretofore 
they have ‘ound summer range. They are 
now thrown upon the desert which, at this 
season of the year, will cause the destruction 
of thousands of animals from heat and lack 
of water. Reports from Arizona and New 
Mexico indicate less than half a lamb crop 
and heavy losses in ewes. Movement of 
lambs to feed lots from South will be late, and 
lambs will be poor. Western lambs will be 
in better demand for the feed lots than South- 
ern stuff, owing to the fact that there has 
been better feed in the Northwest. 

This will tend to show that summer grass- 
ers will not have their usual influence in low- 


ering prices. Mutton will rule high because 
the shortage in sheep will make mutton high 
and keep it up. The retailer might as well 
read the signs of the times and put his prices 
up or he will be as short as the supply wheu 
it comes to paying up and keeping the mar- 
ket going.

LAMBS PREFERRED IN THE MARKETS. 

The Department of Agriculture has made 
valuable tests of sheep for meat market pur- 
poses. As to lambs, the market favors the 
younger animal. In this case the yearlings 
sold for $4.25 per hundred, live weight, and 
the lambs for $4.75 on the same market, a 
difference of 10 per cent. in favor of the 
lambs. On this account it is generally more 
profitable to finish sheep for market under 
1 year of age than to hold them longer unless 
an abundance of cheap feed is available, as 
is the case where lands are cheap or free range 
accessible. 

In the slaughter test the lambs dressed the 
following percentages of net carcass to live 
weight:

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CONSOLIDATING GLUE. 
The consolidation of the principal American 
glue interests into one big concern to be 
known as the United American Glue Com- 
pany is practically a fact. The parties to the 
merging interests met on Thursday and or- 
ganized as follows: President, D. Webster 
King, of Boston; vice-president, Fred Vogel, 
of Milwaukee; second vice-president and gen- 
eral manager, King Upton, of Boston; treas- 
urer, Charles Delaney, of Philadelphia; Louis 
©. Haughey, of Chicago, will be general 
manufacturer for the company. The company 
will be capitalized at $35,000,000; $15,000,000 
preferred, and $20,000,000 stock. The com- 
pany’s treasury will hold in reserve $5,000,- 
000 of each class of the stock. 


Important among the concerns entering the 
Consolidation Armour & Co., of* Chi 
cago, Kansas City and Omaha, the live plants 
of the American Glue Company of Boston, 
the United States Glue Company of Milwau- 
kee, the Diamond Glue Company of Chicago, 
Delaney & Co., of Philadelphia, the Keystone 
Glue Company of Pennsylvania, and the 
United Tanners’ Glue Company of New 
York, Newark, New England and Canada 
and the F. C. Marquis plant at Quebec. 


The companies controlled by Messrs. 
Louis Steinfeld, Chas. A. Hess and Guggen- 
heimer, Untermeyer & Marshall, handle 
about 80,000,000 pounds of the raw product 
per year. 

It is claimed that 90 per cent. of the Cana- 
dian glue interests are either directly in the 
“eombine” or are controlled by its members. 
The promoters have spent quite some time 
and attention upon Canada latterly and suc- 
ceeded in making contracts for ten years with 
nearly all of the Canadian tanneries for their 
raw glue by-product. The glue works of F. 
©. Marquis, at Quebec have, it is claimed, 
been acquired. This plant will be the base 
of operations in the Dominion glue opera- 
tions. Mr. Louis Steinfeld, one of the chief 
promoters of the consolidation said at the 
meeting yesterday: 


are: 


“Ninety per cent. of the glue industry, 
gelatine, isinglass, sand and emery paper bus- 
iness of this country and the entire glue in- 
dustry of Canada has passed to a single con- 
trol. In addition, we have secured under con- 
tracts for a long term of years the by-prod- 
ucts from over 90 per cent. of the packing- 
houses and leather manufacturers, thus giv- 
ing our company with our other acquisitions 
a practical monopoly of the raw material. 
These contracts have been made with Ar- 
mour & Co., The U. S. Leatber Co., or 
Leather Trust, as it is commonly called; the 
Hammond Packing Co., the Nelson Morris 
Packing Co. and Cudahy & Co., of Chicago, 
and the bulk of the European product im- 
ported here.” 

The actual merging of the interests under 
option has not taken place, but its ratification 
seems certain. Each glue factory entering 
the corporation will have a representative on 
the board of directors, as, for instance: D. 
Webster King and King Upton, of Boston; 
P. A. Valentine, of Chicago; Fred. Vogel, of 
Milwaukee; Charles Delaney, of Philadelphia: 
H. P. Darlington, Louis Steinfeld, John R. 
Marron and Louis C. Haughey, of Chicago. 

A monopoly of the trade cannot exist while 
the strong concerns remain outside. The fol 
lowing have not yet been absorbed: Peter 
Cooper Glue Works, of New York City, 
which would not sell out except for cash. 
Baeder, Adamson & Co., and Tunnel & Co., 
of Philadelphia, and Swift and Company, of 
Chicago, 

The United States Glue Company, owner of 
the large glue factory near Carrollville, Wis., 
has granted an extension from July 1 of sixty 
days on the option on the plant given tod the 
American Glue Company, generally known as 
the glue trust. The plant is soon to be in 
operation and is one of the largest in the 


country, employing 150 men and producing an 
annual output of 2,000,000 pounds of glue. 

It is said that the original plans of the 
projected consolidation of glue manufacturers 
in which Newark, N. J., firms are interested 
were considerably modified, owing to the 
failure to secure several large interests. A cir- 
cular was recently sent to stockholders of the 
American Glue Company presenting the d« 
tails of the scheme. 

Se | be 
Friday’s Closings. 

COTTONSEED OIL continues strong, with 
liberal home demand on the large trading in 
cotton oil—stearine compounds. Large freight 
engagements have been made for July and 
August, chiefly as latterly provided for. Sales, 
1,500 bbls. white at 2944@30%c, 2,000 bbls. 
winter yellow at 30@3l1c, 2,000 bbls. prime to 
choice yellow, 26446@27\éc, 1,800 bbls. good 
off yellow at 25%c. It looks as though the 
market would drift upward shortly in sym- 
pathy with everything else. 

OLEO-STEARINE has further jumped up 
sharply, with sales in New York of 75,000 
Ibs. at Tc, and 7c further bid, with up to 7%ec 
asked, and a good deal of excitement on 
urgent wants of consumers, while in Chicago 
out of the small supplies there, after the re- 
cent large sales, transactions have been at 
7c, and which is further bid. This makes an 
advance of at least 144c per ID. in less than 
two weeks. The advancing lard market and 
a large sale now for compound lard and the 
various cotton oil stearine compounds accounts 
for the excitement in the oleo-stearine market, 
while the refiners have been trying in such a 
conservative way for some time that they 
are now forced into the market. 

TALLOW.—Remarkably large sales of city 
in tierces for the week, or fully 3,000 tierces, 
nearly all on wants of Continent buyers, and 
at 4%4c, makes the prospects of offerings of 
city in hhds, very light for the next two or 
three weeks, as the melters will put more of 
their make than usual into tierces, while 
most of them are sold up to the first week 
in August. Additional sales of 200 hhds. city 
for export had been made at 45-16c, but at 
the close only one lot is offered even at 4%, 
with an excited feeling, and the melters prac- 
tically refusing to name a selling price. In 
Chicago sales of 750 tierces prime packers at 
411-16¢ closing there with an advance to 
4c asked. The New York market at the 
close may be regarded in this way: That if the 
exporters thought they could get a consid- 
erable quantity of city in hhds. at 4%4c they 
would probably take it, while it is doubtful 
if city in tierces could be bought under 45¢c, 
if at that. The contract deliveries to the 
home trade of city in hhds, went in necessar- 
ily at 45-16c, as the basis of the last sale. 
Barly in the week 300 tierces edible sold at 
5e, but a higher price now asked.
